1 . Applicant's election with traverse of group II in the reply filed on 3/13/07 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the requirement to restrict the 
present application would be an unnecessary burden upon the Applicants and in 
addition since the method claims contain all of the limitations of the article claims, the 
method claims should be rejoined. This is not found persuasive because among 
reasons as stated in the last office action, the method claims does not contain all of the 
limitations of the article claims. For example, the article claims does not require a 
pulsating volume strain of 15 to 250 MPa increasing at a rate of 5 to 90 MPa/s, with an 
amplitude +/- 5 to 20 MPa and a frequency of 5 to 600 Hz, 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL.

2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 



applicant regards as the invention.

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. For example only, the 
phrase "acompacting and size reducing zone, which each " in line 4 of claim 7, render 
the claims indefinite because it is not clear how many zones the applicant is claiming. 

With respect to claim 7: the phrase "the compacting worm" in line 9 is confusing 
since it is not clear which compacting worm the applicant is referring to [note the word 
"each" in line 4]. 

With respect to claim 7: the claim language is confusing since it is not clear 
whether "two sized reducing zones" in line 1 1 is the same reducing zones as in line 4 or 
is an additional one. Also, note the phrase "a multistart compacting worm" in lines 11-12 
with a similar regard. 

With respect to claim 7: the phrase "the casing surrounding the same" in line 13 
and " engaging in the interior" are confusing, interior of what? 

With respect to claim 7: the phrase "the two means" in line 28 is confusing, What 
two means? 

Several expressions recited in the claims lack sufficient antecedent bases. For 
example only, the phrase " the compacting worm " in line 9 of claim 7 lacks proper 
antecedent basis. In another example only, the phrase "the compacting worm helical 
notches" in line 19 of claim 7 also lacks proper antecedent basis. In yet another 
example only, the phrase "the helical grooves" in line 24 of claim 7 lacks proper 
antecedent basis. In a fourth example only, note the expression "the combs" in line 34 
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of claim . These expressions make it difficult to determine what is or not in the claims. 
Accordingly the applicant is requested to review all of the claims for the purpose of 
making corrections wherever appropriate but not specifically pointed to, in order to 
provide appropriate antecedents and to ensure consistency in the numbers of specific 
elements recited in the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 

9. Claims 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
applicant's admitted Prior Art in page 3 last full paragraph of the specification, 
hereinafter Prior Art. 
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The claims are interpreted as best understood by the examiner. The claims are 
interpreted as requiring a cylindrical casing provided with a charging connection and a 
discharging connection and within which are formed compacting and size reducing 
zones, which are provided with a compacting worm with a depth of the grooves between 
the combs decreasing in the direction of the size reduction zone and a working member 
in the form of a rotary body on whose working outer surface are formed slots. The two 
elements are mounted in a coaxialiy rotatable manner relative to the inner face of the 
casing, accompanied by the formation therewith of an annular clearance. The casing, 
compacting worm and working member are provided with coolants. Prior Art is 
considered to clearly show a device having the structural elements of the claims that 
can be understood. 

Any remaining limitations not disclosed in the reference would then have been 
obvious design choice, as they solve no stated problem and of no patentable merit.
